cold storage business. We-assume the objector is a constitu 
tional lawyer. Whether he is or not is unimportant. The fac 
is that a regulation as to the lime certain kinds of commodities 
may be kept in cold storage seems to be rational legislation, a 
logical expansion of the pure food law, a propc.r precaution lo 
be taken in behalf of Ihe public health and an economic safe 
guard. If the manufacturer of a food product may be com 
pelled to tell-what his stuff is made of it does seem as if the 
cold storage man might be limilecl as lo the time he can kee| 
his stuff on ice or in pickle, ;
